Thess lots were not of vory 
groat extent or-valuo, thelr measurements boing 
573 xq. ft , 773 '5q, ft., and 60 nq. ft. respodtive 
ly, and_ their cost about $400. or $500 each,’ 
‘These thrae lots were purobased in the nattos of 
Bo Young end Ho‘Lauug Ss. ‘Tho defendant 
iu the prosont suit was the widow ond oxeoutrix 
of the former. ‘This’ property had given rise 
ton lot of litigation, but at prosent they wero 
only dealing with the defendant ov oxcoutrix 
in the property left by Ho Yeung. On thasa 
lats ‘wera rected three boases, and ench 
of, the partigs had s half interest in the 
three houses, Jn’ 1854 these throa sites wore 
dealt'with as. follows :—~-34a was allowad’ to ra- 
main in the nathe of Ho Yonug; 9¢, and 90 ware, 
transferred to the nama of Ho Sui Mun.
